
New code to ensure that town 
councillors behave themselves 


LYME Regis councillors who were repri¬ 
manded by the town clerk and mayor for 
poor behaviour last year are expected to 
adopt an updated code of conduct tonight 
(Wednesday). 

The rules include a new section on voluntary sanc¬ 
tions, which can be used to punish any councillor who 
breaches the code of conduct, meaning the council 
will be able to suspend its own members for misbe¬ 
having. The sanctions are based on those which were 
applied by the Standards Board before it was abol¬ 
ished in 2012. 

The updated code explains that any breach of the 
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code of conduct should be reported to West Dorset 
District Council’s monitoring officer, who will make 
a decision on the complaint and whether it should be 
investigated or not. If the district council finds that a 
breach of conduct has occured, the case will be re¬ 
ferred back to the town council to decide whether any 
sanction should be imposed. 

The sanctions available to the council include cen¬ 
sure, apology, training and reprimand. However, 
members can now voluntarily agree to accept further 
sanctions outlined in the new code, including restric¬ 
tion of access to the town council premises and coun¬ 
cil resources for a period of up to six months, partial 
or full suspension from the council for up to six 
months, or that the councillor writes a written apology, 
undertakes training or participates in conciliation. 

The updated code and introduction of sanctions 
comes after one of the most controversial years in the 
council chamber in recent history. A divide between 
members and persistent bickering led town clerk John 
Wright to reprimand members in September, saying 
he had acted as a “referee” in council meetings and 
the divide and conflict was distracting from day-to- 
day business and having an adverse effect on staff 
morale. 

The Mayor, Councillor Sally Holman, also had to re¬ 
mind members of the code of conduct and standing 
orders on several occasions, and controversy resulted 
in a meeting being adjourned, councillors walking out 
of the chamber, staff making complaints against coun¬ 
cillors and abusive behaviour which was later reported 
to the police. 

As in previous codes of conduct, the new rules state 
that members should “behave in such a way that a rea¬ 
sonable person would regard as respectful” and shall 
not act in a way which could be regarded as “bullying 
or intimidatory”.

MANY, in and around the Dorchester area, will 
know of, or have met Margaret Morrissey, OBE. 

Editor of the parish magazine, active with the 
church, a former lay schools inspector and chair 
of the Poundbury Residents Association, Mrs 
Morrissey is also often quoted in the national 
press and regional and national broadcasters for 
her views on education and parenting. 

After years as chair and then spokesperson for 
National Confederation of Parent Teachers Asso¬ 
ciation she founded her own organisation. Par¬ 
ents Outloud, when she'retired'several years ago. 

And apart from all this Mrs Morrissey is more 
than active with her seven grandchildren, five of 
which live locally, and can often be seen being fer¬ 
ried around in a car which would otherwise be far 
too big for her and retired hotelier and publican, 
husband Patrick. 


■ DO you have a problem saying'no'? 

I agreed to do this interview, so yes! It is one of my prob¬ 
lems -1 often see something which needs sorting out and 
end up getting involved. 

■ WHEN did you first come to Dorset? 

About 1980 when Patrick took over the Worgret Manor 
Hotel at Wareham. We had met in Weybridge where he 
was a hotel manager, but he had always wanted to branch 
out on his own. We later moved to Poole and then came 
to Dorchester in 1990 at the Junction Hotel. I hated 
Dorset at first, after living in London, but I soon grew to 
love it. 

■ AND what did you do before starting a family? 

I trained as a nurse, did some agency work and also 
worked for Securicor for while. I was at Queen Charlotte 
Hospital working on the unit where they pioneered 
changing a baby’s blood, which was very exciting and 
very cutting edge at the time. Our first child was born at 
Barts which technically makes her a cockney and gives 
her the right to drive sheep over Westminster Bridge, al¬ 
though she hasn’t tried it yet. 

■ HOW did you get involved in educational mat¬ 
ters? 

The head at the nursery heard me complaining about a 
zebra crossing and told me I was just the person she 
needed. Before I knew it I was a school governor and on 
the PTA.. .that was the start of it and I never looked back 
from there. Her name was Mrs Grubb, I won’t forget her, 
my husband says she has a lot to answer for. I used to go 
along to the Inner London Education Authority and speak 
up on a number of issues. 



■ AND how did your involvement continue in 
Dorset? 

At the Worgret Manor some of the local persuaded me to 
stand for the town council in Wareham. Later David 
Jacob’s came to Swanage to broadcast “Any Questions” 
from the Mowlem Theatre. I put in a question about the 
teachers strike affecting my daughter’s education and he 
made a quip that with a mother like me, she ought to do 
just fine. The next day the phone didn’t stop ringing and 
myself and a few others called a meeting at the Purbeck 
School and started the All Dorset Parents Action Group. 
We used to hold breakfast meetings and ran a number of 
campaigns which often led to us going to London to 
lobby MPs and the Minister. Eventually we became the 
Dorset group of the National Confederation of Parent 
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Teachers Association and I became involved nationally 
with the organisation as chair and later as spokesperson. 

■ AND did you get to know many of the key players 
nationally? 

Yes, but it’s a sad indictment that in 30 years or so of 
meeting with secretaries of state for education there was 
only one, John MacGregor, who seemed to genuinely 
care about children, and he only lasted a few months in 
the post. David Blunkett was very nice and used to phone 
me quite often until he became a Minister and then all I 
would get in response were letters addressed to Mrs Mor¬ 
rissey. John Patten even described me as a ‘Neanderthal’. 
Luckily I bit my lip and thought about my response when 
I was asked by the press what I thought about his com¬ 
ments on me. I also got to know all of the national paper 
journalists who write about education and many from the 
TV and radio, some of which still phone me today for my 
comments. 

■ I GUESS you were quite academic at school? 

Far from it, but I used to run church services, was the 
sports captain and was busy with lots of other things. 
Somehow I think everyone, including me, forgot about 
my education. There used to be a time when bits of paper 
weren’t that important but if I had my time again I might 
have made more effort. It certainly true now that you 
won’t even get a job interview for most things without 
the paper to prove you can pass an exam. 

■ HAS the church always played an important part 
in your life? 

Yes, I started going to church as a child. It would be Sun¬ 
day School in the morning and church in the evening. I’m 
not even really sure if I’m a believer, but I do believe in 
insurance. 


■ AND apart from the church and Patrick what else 
is there that fills your time now you are retired? 

The parish magazine takes quite a lot of time, there’s ten 
editions a year and the deadlines come around remark¬ 
ably quickly. I do try and be organised and put items aside 
as I go along, but the biggest thing in my life is the grand¬ 
children, all seven of them varying in age from four to 
sixteen. At the weekend I had all five of them and was 
exhausted when they went home, but I just love it.

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Another milestone for skatepark 


THE long-awaited skatepark development in Lyme 
Regis has reached another major milestone. 

Following the town council’s recent pledge to sup¬ 
port the project with up to £150,000, plans for the 
proposed facility at Charmouth Road car park have 
taken another significant step forward as the council 
goes out to tender. 

Lyme Regis Town Council previously invited ex¬ 
pressions of interest for the project and has now gone 
out to tender for the design and build contract. 

Councillor Lucy Campbell, who has led the coun¬ 
cil’s ongoing campaign for a skatepark, said: “After 
such a fantastic result with the council committing 
£150,000 last year, we have moved quite quickly in 
the last month to progress the project and we are now 
at a stage of going out to formal tender. 

“It is great to see the council pulling together with 
such a majority voting in favour of the funding. The 
project has become much more of a reality now we 
have got the budget for it. 

“Without the money we would still be several years 
away, but this is now a project that is likely to be 
complete in the very near future. 

“Within the tender documents we have set some re¬ 
alistic but firm time schedules that the successful con¬ 
tractor must adhere to so that this project isn’t held 
up and the contractor would have to meet a series of

deadlines to make sure it 
happens.” 

The deadline for tender 
bids is March 5th and an 
extraordinary full coun¬ 
cil meeting has been 
called on Wednesday, 
March 26th at 6.30pm 
for councillors to con¬ 
sider the tenders and 
chose a preferred con¬ 
tractor. 

Councillor Campbell 
added: “We are really 
keen that the project 
maintains momentum, 
which is why we are 
holding a special meeting of the council to help move 
the process along.” 

The project has also been boosted by the efforts of 
the community-led Skatepark Fundraising Commit¬ 
tee, which raised more than £11,000 in a year through 
auctions, duck races, quiz nights, an open-air disco 
and a comedy hypnotist night. 

Committee secretary and lead fundraiser Cheryl 
Reynolds is delighted that the scheme is moving 
quickly ahead.

Rough seas spark lifeboat call-outs 


LYME Regis lifeboat crew were alerted on Friday 
evening after reports that a windsurfer was in diffi¬ 
culties in high winds and rough seas, just outside 
the town's harbour. 

Two lifeboat crew members, Elliott Herbert and 
Murray Saunders, called coastguards when they 
grew concerned for the windsurfer. 

Mr Saunders said: "He was a very long way off 
shore in very heavy conditions, and two other peo¬ 
ple on surf boards appeared worried. 

"I had already heard of one surf boarder who had 
lost his rigging in the conditions, so we thought it 
best to take no chances." 

The lifeboat was about to be launched when it was 
decided that the windsurfer, who was now close to 


shore, was in no apparent danger. 

The crew were launched again on Sunday after re¬ 
ports that a canoeist had been thrown overboard off 
Church Cliff, to the east of the town. 

Matthew O'Rourke, 43, from Burton Bradstock, was 
thrown out of his surf-ski - a thin canoe - when he 
was hit by a wave. 

He managed to swim half a mile to the shore, and 
his canoe was retrieved by the volunteer lifeboat 
crew. 

Mr O'Rourke said:"It was quite a wave and my boat 
overturned and drifted away. I had to swim for 
shore, but I am very grateful to the lifeboat crew for 
turning out and for retrieving my boat. I didn't want 
to have to think about buying another one!"

New code states councillors should 
be courteous, efficient and impartial

Changes to the code, espected to be agreed at 
tonight’s Strategy & Policy Committee meeting, also 
include the adoption of the 10 general principles of life 
- selflessness, honesty/integrity, objectivity, accounta¬ 
bility, openness, leadership, personal judgement, re¬ 
spect for others, duty to uphold the law and 
stewardship. 

New rules include the following: 

• He/she shall promote and support high standards of 
conduct and not act in a way which could reasonably 
be regarded as bringing their office or the council into 
disrepute 

• He/she shall not attempt to compromise the impar¬ 
tiality of those who work for, or on behalf of the coun¬ 
cil 

• He/she shall be as open as possible about their deci¬ 
sions and actions and the decision and actions of the 
council, having regard to any relevant advice from the 
town clerk as responsible finance officer and proper of¬ 
ficer, and they must give reasons for all decision as re¬ 
quired by the law 

• He/she shall act in the best interests of the council 
and have regard to any potential conflict 

• Mutual respect between employees and elected 
members is essential to good local government 

• Members should always remember their responsi¬ 
bilities to the community they serve and should conduct 
themselves in a courteous, efficient and impartial man¬ 
ner to all groups and individuals within that commu¬ 
nity. 

The updated code also clarifies guidelines regarding 
councillors’ pecuniary interets and dispensations, 
equality and diversity, corruption, use of financial re¬ 
sources, disclosure of information, confidentiality and 
data protection, and appointments and other employ¬ 
ment matters. 

Councillors are also expected tonight to approve up¬ 
dated standing orders, financial regulations, terms of 
reference and scheme of delegation, and protocol for

member/officer relations. 

This new protocol states: “One of the key issues to 
be addresses by the protocol is the question of mem¬ 
ber/officer relations. Mutual trust and respect should 
be the key aim; any delaings between members and of¬ 
ficers should observe standards of courtesy and neither 
party should seek to take unfair advantage of their po¬ 
sition, and do anything which compromise, or is likely 
to compromise, the impartiality of officers or under¬ 
mines them.” 

It adds that members and officers should avoid mak¬ 
ing personal attacks or derogatory comments about one 
another and, in particular, should avoid undermining 
respect about one another in meeting, public forums 
and through social media. 

Five-day road closure

To join the ensembles contact Fran Williams by email¬ 
ing franwilliams@bsharp.uk.com or visit the website 
www.bsharp.uk.com for full details, programme and in¬ 
formation about how to book a place at a session. Young 
musicians can come along to a session and see work in 
progress or come to a small performance at the Wl Hall, 
North Street, Bridport on February 19th from 2pm - lim¬ 
ited tickets available, book in advance.

New fishing by-laws will 
help protect Lyme Bay 


TWO new by-laws have been introduced to protect high 
risk and sensitive marine habitats in Dorset, Hampshire 
and the Isle of Wight, including Lyme Bay. 

The new by-laws, introduced by the Southern Inshore 
Fisheries and Conservation Authority (IFCA), will pro¬ 
tect reef and seagrass habitats in European Marine Sites 
(EMS) from potentially damaging mobile fishing gear, 
such as dredges and trawls, and bait gathering practices. 

In Dorset, the EMS areas lie within Lyme Bay, Studland 
to Portland, Chesil and the Fleet and Poole Harbour. An 
area of 670km-squared or 416 miles of seabed is now 
protected. 

Enforcement of these by-laws means that up to 25 per 
cent of the total Southern IFCA district area will be per¬ 
manently closed to high impact, damaging mobile fishing 
methods. 

Dorset Wildlife Trust has welcomed the announcement. 
Marine conservation officer Emma Ranee said: “These 
by-laws represent a great step forward in conservation. 


Rocky reef habitats support slow-growing sponges and 
corals. Eelgrass meadows provide a nursery for juvenile 
commercial fish species and sea horses. Both habitats are 
vulnerable to irreversible damage when dredged or 
trawled. 

“The by-laws will prevent any further habitat loss and, 
in doing so, maintain the health, productivity and eco¬ 
nomic value of the marine environment for fishermen and 
conservationists alike.” 

Many of the fishing methods used to catch the 40 dif¬ 
ferent commercial species in Dorset are static in nature 
and have a low impact on seabed habitats. These methods 
include rod and line, pots, traps and gill nets. The low 
impact traditional fishery is recommended through 
Dorset Wildlife Trust’s Great Dorset Seafood campaign, 
which supports the sale of seafood caught using environ¬ 
mentally sensitive methods.

County considers council tax increase 


DORSET County Council is considering an increase of 
1.99 per cent in council tax for the next financial year. 

At a Cabinet meeting on Monday it was recom¬ 
mended that the council consider the increase for the 
authority's part of council tax for the 2014/15 year. 

The increase, the first in four years, will be discussed 
and decided upon at the full council meeting on Feb¬ 
ruary 13th. 

This increase will equate to a rise of 44 pence per 
week for a band D property, a total of £22.88 a year. 

Councillor Robert Gould, cabinet member for corpo¬ 
rate resources, introduced the report: "Although we 
are still waiting for the government's confirmation of 
the referendum limits, this increase should be below 
that value. 

"I am confident that the basis for the budget is 


sound and that it will support the council for the sub¬ 
stantial challenges that we face in the future. 

"This is a modest increase to help us change the way 
we serve our residents." 

The cabinet also recommended that the budget 
strategy is considered by the full council in February. 
This plan lays out the savings that need to be made in 
the next three financial years, totalling £43.3million. 

Councillor Spencer Flower, leader of the county 
council, said: "There are a lot of unknowns in the next 
few years, but we do know that we need to change 
the way we provide services to the residents of Dorset. 

"By transforming rather than cutting services and 
with good financial management we will meet the 
challenges head on." 


HAVING recently visited South West Coaches, I was 
met with a warm welcome at a privately owned, fam¬ 
ily run company. Upon entering reception I learnt that 
they run a number of excellent value holidays to a va¬ 
riety of different places, as well as many short breaks 
and day trips.

A.G. Hulbert and Son operated from Victoria Road, 
Yeovil and successfully ran a fleet of around 14 
minibuses which ranged from 8 seats to 24 seats. The 
vehicles were used to transport children and adults 
to various schools in and around Yeovil, they also spe¬ 
cialised in PHAB transportation (Physically Handi¬ 
capped Able Bodied). Mr Graham's passion for the 
bus industry was soon realised and he grew the com¬ 
pany over a period of 13 years adding day excursions 
& holidays to his portfolio. The fleet also grew at 
which point an opportunity came his way... 

In 2000 a local company called Wakes Services came 
on the market. This company was based in Wincanton 
which posed a different set of challenges. Knowing 
that the operation in Yeovil was becoming larger Mr 
Graham decided to merge A.G. Hulbert & Son with 
Wakes Services thus creating South West Coaches Ltd. 
The company was now providing minibus transport, 
school transport, public transport and private hire 
work alongside day excursions and holiday tours but 
this time on a much larger scale as the company was 
now in ownership of a fleet of large buses and 
coaches taking the total fleet size to in excess of 50 
vehicles. The Victoria Road site was quickly sold and 
a yard on Lufton Business Park was purchased. Over 
the following years Mr & Mrs Graham became the 


sole owners of South West Coaches Ltd. 

South West Coaches went from strength to strength 
and in 2007 Safeway Services came on the market 
and a purchase agreement was made. In the same 
year Yeovil Town saw a major boost to its infrastruc¬ 
ture with four brand new Optare Solo buses, this was 
soon followed by a new Optare Versa for the 81 South 
Petherton service and an additional new vehicle to 
the No 1 Shepton Mallet service. The most recent 
purchase came in 2009 when they entered Dorset 
and purchased an operation on the Isle of Portland, 
Sureline was now part of the South West Coaches 
group. 

They are currently one of the largest privately 
owned coach operators in the South West of England, 
employing over 120 members of staff, with a fleet of 
98 vehicles. They continue to operate Bus Services 
throughout Somerset, Wiltshire and Dorset with more 
than 629,000 journeys every year. The School trans¬ 
port operation helps to get in excess of 2,500 stu¬ 
dents to and from School and College every day, and 
the day excursion programme offers more than 150 
days out throughout the year, whilst the 2014 Tour 
programme has over 20 holidays & short breaks to 
choose from.

HAVING now attended their last three shows, Lyme 
Regis'own Between Courses theatre group produc¬ 
tions have quickly become my favourite to review in 
the local area. 

And their latest serving of "The Lost World", held at 
the Marine Theatre last week to raise funds for new 
chairs for the auditorium, was no disappointment, 
having the audience in stitches throughout and, of 
course, anything that comes with a ploughman's 
and pudding supper pleases me! 

Devised and directed by theatre supporter Jenny 
Wiles, the comedy was very loosely based on Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle's book of the same name. 

The small cast of just nine, including Richard Doney 
who took on his usual role of compere for the 
evening, started the show by anticipating which 
story Jenny had chosen for them to star in this year, 
choosing roles (although there were "no real parts 
for women") and rehearsing. 

Soon the story began, with experienced local per¬ 
former Brian Rattenbury taking on the lead role of 
Professor Challenger, supported by Jeremy Smith as 
adventurer Lord Roxton, Anne King as celebrated 
scientist Dr Summerlee (determined that, despite 
the original story, ladies can go to the Amazon too!)

IT was standing room only in the Town 
Mill’s new community room last Tuesday 
for a public meeting to discuss the future of 
the facility. 

Town Mill volunteers and tenants met for 
the meeting, titled “The Town Mill 2014- 
Plans & Discussion”. It was a chance to lis¬ 
ten to ideas from the audience and to share 
information on the new website, business 
plan and the proposed heritage centre at the 
mill. 

The meeting also gave newly-elected 
chairman of the Town Mill trustees, Gary 
Willis, the opportunity to meet those in¬ 
volved with the mill, and to make him aware

of what’s important to them and what they 
themselves would like to see the Town Mill 
achieve in the future.

For the website discussion, led by 
Suzy Galino, the walls were covered 
with print outs of the proposed new site 
as well as displays on a screen.

Among a wide 
range of proposals, he talked about 
trustees taking on responsibilities for 
specific areas, such as marketing, 
milling or fundraising, about renewing 
and strengthening educational links and 
the need for active marketing to let peo¬ 
ple know where the Town Mill is and 
what it’s doing.

T HE Reverend Jane 
Skinner of St 
MichaeVs Parish 
Church, Lyme Regis, 
writes: “Snowdrops are a 
joy! They are popping up 
in groups through the 
grass, crouching under 
hedges, bursting through 
in unexpected places. It 
may be some weeks since 
you saw your first snowdrop of the year, a sign of growth 
and new life through all the rain, wind and grey clouds. 

“As a child, I realised that there were single and double 
flowers but I had no idea that there were dozens of dif¬ 
ferent snowdrops that have been identified. However, 
there is only one Snowdrop Service happening in Lyme 
Regis and it's on February 11th at 11am in St Michael’s 
Parish Church. 

“Each year, this service is hosted in one of the town's 
churches, an event which is multiplied in several towns 
and communities throughout Dorset. Working with the 
Weldmar Hospicecare Trust, the service of remembrance 
and thanksgiving is offered for people to come and re¬ 
member loved friends and relatives who have died. It may 
have been recently or many years ago, the time and space 
is there to come and give thanks, pray, reflect. 

“The Reverend Sally Burroughs, the chaplain at the hos¬ 
pice, will be joining us and speaking. The ‘Snowdrop Me¬ 
morial Book’ will have been updated with names since 


last February. Just as snowdrops are delicate, early signs 
of hope, our hope is that this gathering will be a comfort 
and a source of hope for all who come. 

“Snowdrop bulbs have been planted - in Lyme Regis 
the garden is in the town cemetery - to provide a lasting 
memorial. Your loved one may or may not have died in 
the care of the trust or from cancer, the hope is that the 
snowdrops may be an encouragement and the services are 
for all. 

“If anyone would like to support the planting of snow¬ 
drops or would like the name of the person you wish to 
be remembered to be entered in a dedicated memorial 
book, please visit www.weld-hospice.org.uk. A donation 
of £10 is asked for to cover costs. Any names given now 
will appear in the memorial book for 2015. If you know 
someone who is unaware of the service on the 11th but 
might find it helpful, please mention it to them.

Not all NHS experiences are good 


■ IN response to Philip Evans comments about the 
NHS {Lyme Matters, View From Lyme Regis, January 
8th): 

I am very pleased that Mr Evans had a positive expe¬ 
rience in an NHS hospital. Very sadly other people are 
not so fortunate. 

One in 10 people suffer avoidable harm. Older peo¬ 
ple with multiple problems are particularly vulnerable 
in hospital. One very basic problem can be not giving 
enough fluid and food; lack of cleanliness and inade¬ 
quate levels of staff are other fundamental problems. 

It is very good to celebrate good care, but it is also 
essential to look at what is being provided realistically, 
so that the necessary improvements can be made. 

Numerous reports have been published in only the 
last year highlighting the problems in the NHS includ¬ 
ing the Robert Francis report. This report detailed the 
long-term appalling treatment of people at the Mid 
Staffordshire Hospital. It was recognised that the be¬ 
haviours were not exclusive to Stafford. 

A total of 290 recommendations were made for im¬ 
provements to apply across the NHS. A number of 
hospitals have been placed into special measures be¬ 
cause they have been found seriously wanting. 

In only the last few weeks we have heard in the news 
of the tragic cases of children and babies who have 
died at a Bristol hospital. The Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion reports on Colchester Hospital, describing staff 
being bullied and cancer and other waiting lists ma¬ 
nipulated, putting lives at risk. 


On January 24th 2014 the Public Accounts Commit¬ 
tee published a report expressing deep concern at the 
way the NHS had spent vast amounts of money on 
confidentiality clauses with severance payments to si¬ 
lence people who had raised concerns about patient 
care. On January 31st another report stated that many 
maternity hospitals run at a loss, care is worse at 
weekends and there should be 2.300 more midwives 
for the current birth rate. On January 29th The Times 
reported that three managers had received almost 
£1 million in redundancy payments, despite still work¬ 
ing in the NHS. 

The NHS has a major long-term problem with bul¬ 
lying and intimidating staff. People who raise con¬ 
cerns about patient care and staff welfare are 
particular targets. The figure in the last staff survey 
showed 24 per cent of staff considered they had been 
bullied in the previous year by managers or other col¬ 
leagues. 

Serious action needs to be taken in a number of areas 
including patient safety, governance and general con¬ 
duct towards staff. 

Mr Evans wrote that the NHS was the "envy of the 
world". The mythical, “perfect”, Olympic ceremony 
version of the NHS might be. The real NHS - defi¬ 
nitely not.

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The Story of St.Valentine 


IN 270 A.D., marriage had been outlawed by the emperor 
of Rome, Claudius II. Claudius issued this decree because 
he thought that married men made bad soldiers since 
they were reluctant to be torn away from their families in 
the case of war. Claudius had also outlawed 
Christianity in this time period because he 
wished to be praised as the one supreme 
god, the Emperor of Rome. Valentine was 
the bishop of Interamna during this period 
of oppression. Valentine thought that the 
decrees of Rome were wrong. He believed 
that people should be free to love God and 
to marry. Valentine invited the young cou¬ 
ples of the area to come to him. When they 
came, Valentine secretly performed services 
of matrimony and united the couples. 

Valentine was eventually caught and was 
brought before the emperor. The emperor 
saw that Valentine had conviction and drive 
that was unsurpassed among his men. 


Claudius tried and tried to persuade Valentine to leave 
Christianity, serve the Roman empire and the Roman 
gods. In exchange, Claudius would pardon him and make 
him one of his allies. St.Valentine held to his faith and did 
not renounce Christ. Because of this, the 
emperor sentenced him to a three-part 
execution. First, Valentine would be 
beaten, then stoned, and then finally, de¬ 
capitated. Valentine died on February 
14th, 270 A.D. 

While in prison, waiting for his sentence 
to be carried out, Valentine fell in love with 
the jailer's daughter, the blind Asterius. 
During the course of Valentine's prison 
stay, a miracle occurred and Asterius re¬ 
gained her sight. Valentine sent her a final 
farewell note. He signed his last note, 
"From Your Valentine." Even today, this 
message remains as the motto for our 
Valentine's Day celebrations.

Lyme Matters 


T ONIGHT town coun¬ 
cillors in Lyme Regis 
will vote on a new 
code of conduct. Not before 
time. 

Clearly a huge amount of 
work has gone in from the 
town clerk’s office to make 
sure every possible angle 
has been covered. 

The point is, however, will 
they adhere to it? 

The year 2013 will go down 
as one to forget for Lyme 
Regis Town Council. A year 
in which the Mayor Sally 
Holman and town clerk 
John Wright had to publicly 
reprimand councillors for 
their unacceptable behav¬ 
iour in the council cham¬ 
ber. 


LAST week I wrote about 
the excellent programme of 
events, led by the town council 
and fronted by Royal British Le¬ 
gion stalwart David Manners to 
commemorate the 70th anniver¬ 
sary ofthe D-Day landings. 

I referred to the relationship 
that was established between 
the people of Lyme Regis and 
the US 16th Infantry Regiment 
based in the town in the run-up 
to the invasion, many of whom 
lost their lives. 


I cannot remember that 
ever happening before. 

In fact, if Lyme Regis Town 
Council had been a school it 
would have been put into 
special measures. 

Some of the behaviour - 
particulary the lack of re¬ 
spect for those with differing 
opinions - was shameful. 


I also mentioned the big 
names appearing at the Marine 
Theatre these days, including 
comedians Jo Brand and Alan 
Carr, and commented that they 
would be following in the fot- 
steps of some big names, mak¬ 
ing particular reference to 
Hollywood star Mickey Rooney 
entertaining the GIs at the Ma¬ 
rine Theatre when it was the 
Drill Hall. 

But of course it wasn't Micky 
Rooney - it was James Cagney - 


Democracy is about opin¬ 
ions and there have always 
been disagreements and 
grudges in the Lyme council 
chamber. But there has 
never been such a lack of re¬ 
spect between the warring 
factions. 

But that is behind us. After 
tonight’s meeting, the coun- 


and a number of you wasted no 
time in letting me know. My 
apologies for such an elemen¬ 
tary error. 

Among the first to do so was 
local historian Ken Gollop whose 
legion of fans will soon be queu¬ 
ing up at the Woodmead Halls 
for another installment of his 
wonderful "Under Shady Tree" 
talks on Sunday, March 2nd 
when he will be throwing the 
spotlight on the Cobb Gate area. 


cillors will know exactly 
where they stand. - what they 
can do and what they can’t. 

Now if there is a case to an¬ 
swer when a councillor steps 
out of line, and West Dorset 
District Council decides a 
breach has occurred, the 
matter will be referred back 
to the town council for ac¬ 
tion. The council will then be 
able to impose sanctions lim¬ 
ited to censure, an apology, 
training and a reprimand. 

Further voluntary sanc¬ 
tions can be imposed which 
includes suspending a mem¬ 
ber who is deemed to be in 
breach of the code for up to 
six months. 

By voluntary I assume the 
offending councillor will 
have to agree to the suspen¬ 
sion. 

In an ideal world, of course, 
none of this will ne neces¬ 
sary because all councillors 
will engage in robust debate 
but accept the majority deci¬ 


sion of members and move 
on. 

This current council has 14 
months to put their “annus 
horribilis” behind them and 
pledge to act in the manner 
in which the electorate ex¬ 
pects and deserves. 

There have been a few 
spats between councillors 
and council staff this past 
year. Again, nothing new 
but in the past these have al¬ 
ways been handled in house 
without becoming a public 
spectacle. A new protocol 
will be put in place tonight to 
eliminate a repeat of such 
scenes. 

There is little doubt that the 
new codes will be adopted by 
the council and they can then 
go about their business of 
running Lyme Regis - hope¬ 
fully in a new spirit of co-op¬ 
eration. 

Or am I being naive?

■ I THINK I wrote my first story on 
the possibility of Lyme Regis get¬ 
ting a skatepark in the early 1970s 
after local sports enthusaist Roys- 
ton Davies suggested to the old 
Borough Council that the Anning 
Road playing field would make an 
ideal location. 

Here we are 40 years later and at 
last tenders are being sought for 
the construction of a skatepark in 
the Charmouth Road car park. 

The project is going ahead after 
countless sites were rejected and 
much debate and argument in the 
council chamber. It is being made 
possible by the generosity of Lyme 
Regis Town Council who have com¬ 
mitted £150,000 towards the cost 
and the energetic Cheryl Reynolds, 
who has fronted a fundraising cam¬ 
paign which has brought in £11,000 
in the last year.There's still the plan¬ 
ning process to go through but a 
skatepark in Lyme Regis in now vir¬ 
tually a certainty. Hurrah! 

New skateparks are also being 
built in neighbouring towns. 
Axminster has launched an appeal 
to raise £160,000 to replace the ex¬ 
isting facility at Cloakham Lawn and 
a £90,000 project is underway in 
Honiton. 

Axminster is not expecting to take 
40 years to deliver their skatepark. 
With support from East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council and the appropriate 
grant making bodies, they say it will 
be open in 18 months with ap¬ 
proval but no financial input from 
Axminster Town Council.

TRIUMPHANT HOMETOWN RETURN FOR

Papa Le Gal at the Marine Theatre, Lyme Regis. Saturday, January 25th. Review by Ross Packman 


ON A frigid January evening, the Marine Theatre in Lyme Regis was host 
to a dose of undiluted sunshine courtesy of Papa Le Gal, the town's biggest 
musical exports, returning home after a long absence. 

Following an extended hiatus in 2013 and a relocation to the buzzing 
musical hub of Bristol, this event served as both Papa Le Gal's first home¬ 
town show of the year, and a statement of intent for 2014. Before the main 
event, and easing the crowd into the evening, Ella Squirrell offered up a 
selection of sultry acoustic numbers, her diminutive stature belying an im¬ 
pressive vocal maturity. 

Papa Le Gal have built up a reputation for their showmanship as well as 
their sunshine-filled songs, and this evening was no exception. For one 
night only, the MarineTheatre was transformed 
into a South American jungle, the perfect set¬ 
ting for their idiosyncratic blend of samba, 
white funk and Afro and Latin rhythms.

IF YOU have ever had a surgical procedure or been 
caught up in the tension of an operation in a TV 
drama then an extraordinary and inspiring new 
work from Sadhana Dance will give you a new un¬ 
derstanding of the skill of surgical teams. 

Surgery may seem an obscure and unlikely inspi¬ 
ration for dance, but in Under My Skin, performed 
at Dorchester's Corn Exchange on Wednesday, Feb¬ 
ruary 12th, three performers take us to the heart of 
the operating theatre, where intricate detail, perfect 
timing and precisely controlled exchanges are as 
important as they are in dance.

question amongst geologists: What is a Bird?

REALMS is an intriguing collabora¬ 
tion of singer Rosalie Genay and pi¬ 
anist Rebecca Nash, two musicians 
who share a fascination and fond¬ 
ness for the songs of contemporary 
lyrical legends Tom Waits and 
Leonard Cohen.
